Senatorial division. 
The opening 
address will be delivered by Mrs. 
Hazel Ott, authoress, lecturer and 
teacher. 
The club presidents are to act as 
the Senate, and the vice presidents, 
secretaries 
and

make up the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
Four bills are to be intro­ 
duced and passed. Three of them 
are serious bills that may eventu­ 
ally be brought before the House at 
Springfield. 
One bill is a humorous one which 
has caught the fancy of the chil­ 
dren and will no doubt be passed 
without a dissenting vote.
